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It is the intention, our correspond- 
ent says, of Yung Lu, the real ruler 
of China and the man who is reported 
to be responsible for the murder of 
Professor _Huberty James of the 
Peking University, to centralise the 
command of the military forees of 
the empire, or at least the provinces 
north of the Yangtze, under himself 
and his henchmen Yuan Shib-kai and 
Yang Fu-hsiang. The plot for the 
simultaneous murder of foreigners in 
1900 failed owing to the unwillingness 
of so many Viceroys and Governors to. 
carry out the order telegraphed to 
them, On the next occasion the order 
is to be sent to the military officials, 
whose implicit obedience may be 
relied on, The maxim impressed on 
military officials is: “Superiors can 
do no wrong; subordinates have no 
concern with the morality ofan order, 
nor with the consequences following 
obedience to it.” 7 

It is stated that a census of 
Christian converts has been carried 
out, and neighbours ere to be held 
responsible for an exact declaration 
as to all friends of foreigners in each 
group of ten families. The simul- 
taneous slaughter of every Mongol 
garrison in China at the end of 
the Yuan dynasty has always been 
boasted of as “ Heaven willed it.” 
‘The expression is being repeated now, 
with the addition of such sentences 
as: “ Next time not one will escape,” 
which is current in Shensi; “ We will 
not leave one ocean demon alive in 
Shensi_and Kansu,” the boast of 
Tung Fu-hsiang’s regiments; “The 
friends of foreigners will hereafter 
suffer for it,” a ‘l'aoist threat in Ho- 
nan. ‘Too. much importance how- 
ever, should not be attached to these 
threats; hard words break no bones, 
and vapourings of this kind are not 
necessarily the precursors of savage 
deeds. But it would be well for the 
Intelligence depurtments of the Leg: 
tions to enquire how much tru 
there is in the reports that the res- 
pectable farmers and shopkeepers, 
who do not want a repetition of 1900, 
are being coaxed ‘into joining a 
Hsiao-i Hui, literally a “Filial and 
Righteons Society,” which is really 
the Ko-lao Hui renamed to avert 
suspicion. Once entrapped into join- 
ing this Society, and involved in its 
acts, they will not dare to deliver up 
the local desperadoes to justice. “Do 
not interfere with secret agents and 
those they enroll” means: “Give a 
free hand to rascaldom in the pro- 
vince, acd foreigners will be only too 
glad to clear out, if permitted, while 
all who have had any intercourse 
with them are given over, as when 
the Boxers were at work, to spolia- 
tion and death at the hands of the 
lovers of rapine, or of any, officials or 
people, who may harbour a grudge or 
wish for a revenge.” At any moment 
Tung Fu-hsiang, under pretence of in- 
ability-to restrain his unpaid soldiers 
)who “have been: regularly paid), may 











raise the standard of Prince Tuan in 
the north-west, and foreign-made 
wires will transmit the message by

There are many who believe that 
this was the real reason for the recent 
attempt to put all the telegraph 
wires under Government control, an 
attempt which seems to have failed 
for the present. It ishinted that the 
Foreign Ministera are too straight- 
forward themselves to realise the 
duplicity by which they are sur- 
rounded, while their mutual jealousies 
and diverse interests hinder their 
taking common action, and may 
render possible the success of what 
Yung Lu in a communication to the 
late Baron Liu called “a policy of 
far-reaching consequences. 
It cannot but be an anxious time 
for the Diplomatic Body. The 
strenuous efforts of Yung Lu to 
concentrate «ll power in his own 
hands and those of his henchmen;

is making of his well-drilled and 
well-armed troops round the capital 
and at Shanhaikuan; the energy with 
which arming and drilling, especialy 
of the Manchu troops at the capital, 
are being pressed on; the activity 
evident in the arsenals and powder 
factories of the empire; these move- 
ments are all susceptible of a peaceful 
explanation, while they are at the same 
time quite compatible with the truth 
of the alarming rumours that reach us 
from the north-west. Are we yet 
walking over treacherous ashes under 
which the fires are s.ill burning?

‘Tue delightful free-and-easiness which

‘came before the Consular Court on Friday. 
In a casual sort of way, two coloured men, 
whe bad beep undergoing oentances of im: 
prisonment for burglary, recently escaped 
from the British Consular gaol. Detective 
Sergeant McDowell cleverly effected their 
re-arrest on the race-course, with the result 
that Mr. Goodnow ordered them back not 
simply to durance vile, but to a term in 
the irons. Before dismissing them to 
their old quarters His Honour obtained 
“a photographic sitting from the worthies, 
‘who were posed in the open street before 
the camera. This over, the police officer in 
charge requested his ‘burglar friends to 
accompany him and, with undue familiar. 
ity perhaps, ventured to address one of 
them as ‘Coonie.” ‘This was altogether 
too much for the coloured gentleman's 
dignity and he not only publicly informed 
his custodian that he had a proper de- 
signation, but demanded to be taken to the 
prison in a ricsha, Sympathetic onlookers 
were half disposed to think that such 
keen susceptibility of the right and proper 
deserved to be rewarded by compliance. 
Four escapes. within the, prot few days 
from the Municipal gaol will raise « doubt 
whether the institution in question is just 
as secure a retteat at is populatly supposed, 
and as it certainly ought to be. It does 
not add to the confidence felt in its 
walls and locks that those who have 
negotiated them successfully were natives 
on the sick list of the gaol. For invalids 
they climbed pretty well seeing that the 
scaling of the several walls which lay be- 
tween them and freedom could only be 
accomplished by taking a perilous course 
along several roofs. Yet in spite of the 
difficulties, they actually removed with 
them a quantity of clothing belonging 
toother prisoners. It is a singular coin- 
cidence that ‘their escape should have 
oocurred.almost at the same time as that 
of the two coloured burglars, who got a 
short lease of freedom from the foreign 
part of the prison.

‘while a friend to reform, he has 
never wavered in his devotion to the 
Empress Dowager. Without hisaid 
she wou'd not have fared so well as 
she did at Hsian, and this very devo- 
tio. has made him many enemies 
among the thorough-going reformers. 
The explanation is to be found 
in the present ruler of China, 
Yung Ln. When Yuan Shih-kai 
came to Nanking the other day he 
said to Chang Chih-tung: “Yang 
Lu wants to know why you are such 
an enemy to Russia; why you 
consistently oppose every Russian 
scheme that Yung Lu favoura” It 
is Chang Chih-tung’s habit when the 
conversation takes an inconvenient 
turn to fall asleep, and this, it ap- 
pears, seriously offended the greatness 
of Yuan Shih-kai, whose rapid rise— 
itis less than ten years since he was 
given a substantive appointment as a 
Taotai—has not made him conspi- 
cuous for humility. On his arrival at 
Shanghai he telegraphed to his patron 
Yung Lu that he found Chang Chih- 
tung too old and decrepit to be en- 
trusted wish such an important post 
as that of Viceroy of the Liang 
Kiang; he knew that Yung Ln does 
not want to see so independent and 
pow erful a Chinaman as Chang Ch 
tung in such an important position. 
The latter's memorials to the Throne 
against concessions to Russia have 
ull ‘influence with the Empress 



























Dowager ; and this is very obnoxious 
to Yung Lu. As long as Chang 
Chih-tung was at Nanking he could, 
as he has done before, thwart the 
sinister designs of the great Manchu 
at Peking, and this appears to explain 
the gross ingratitnte with which he 
has been treated by the Throne. 
Phe death of Baron Liu was rightly 
lamented by all foreigners in China; 
one of its worst results is that it has 
encouraged Yung Lu and his protégé 
Yuan Shih-kai to endeavour to make 
Chang Chih-tung harmless to them- 
selves. [¢ is reported that Chang 
Chih-tung is anaions to go to Peking 
and have a special andience with the 
Empress Dowager ; the result will be 
watched with decp anxiety. 








MOROCCO.

Tue situation in Morocco is ap- 

proaching an acute stage, and the 


next few days will probably show | d; 


whether any intervention is cou- 
templated by the European Powers 
who are most interested in the 
country, ie., England, France, and 
Spain.’ ''There is no likelihood of any 
serious disagreement between these 
countries as to what form the inter- 
vention shall take. The question of 
Morocco is no new one, and Lord 
Lansdowne’s recent utterances at the 
Hotel Cecil, when he said that many 
outstanding difficulties between our- 
selves and France were ina fair way 
of being arranged, point to an ami- 
cab'e settlement being easily arrived 
at, if indeed some understanding has 
not already been come to on the 
subject. Our neighbours across the 
Channel are not yet quite reconciled 
to our occupation of Egypt—though 
the large number of French holders 
of Egyptian Bonds would doubtless 
be sorry to see us leave—and any 
part we may take in Morocco will be 
severely criticised by the French 
Press. After all, our occupation of 
Egypt is very much on the same 
lines as the French occupation of 
Tunis; and the new harbour at 
Bizerta, opened in 1894, and the 
elaborate and powerful defences 
guarding the approaches to it sug- 
gest that France is likely to with- 
draw her protectorate of Tunis about 
as soon as we are likely to evacuate 
Egypt. But neither country contem- 
plates at present annexing Morocco, 
though the possession of it would 
be-valuable to either on account of 
its position at the mouth of the 
Mediterranean and the great ferti'ity 
of its soil. 

Gibraltar, the so-called key of the 
Mediterranean, has many disadvant- 
ages as a “conling™ station. Its 
vulnerability “to attack from'githe 
mainland, the limited size and ex- 
posed position of the harbour (this 
is now being improved at great 


expense), and the fact that all the 
coal has to be s'ored in hulks, render 
it by no means an ideal coaling station, 
and it has been suggested that we 
might with advantage return it to 
Spain and take in exchange the 
harbour of Ceuta on the opposite 
mainland. Such an exchange would 
no doubt be very welcome to 
Spain and very sothing to her pride, 
but England ‘and Spin are not the 
only countries concerned in such a 
move, and the English nation would 
sooner expend any sum required to 
make good the deficiencies of Gibral- 
tar than losé a fortress with which 
so much of our national history is 
bound up. Morocco, besides possess- 
ing an excellent harbour at Ceuta, 
is one of the finest wheat-growing 
countries in the world and, if 
held by England, would enable 
her to supply herself with this 
most important necessary of | life, 
which at present she bas to import 
from America and Canada. Our 
wheat supply would then be three 
lays nearer to us, and would reach 
us by a route on which it could be 
much more easily protected than at 
present. Such are some of the 
advantages which Morocco offers to 
England, but, as we have already 
said, neither England nor France 
contemplates annexing the country, 
though its position and resources 
render it valuable to either. 

For the time being, one of the 
persons most interested in the 
state of the country is the Sul- 
tan himself, who has lately been 
besieged in his own capital; but 
from latest advices the rebels have 
raised the siege owing to want of 
provisions. In releasing his elder 
brother Mulai Mohamed and putting 
him at the head of his army, the 
Sultan seems to have turned the 
tables on the rebels; and the Sultan 
has, we must suppose, convinced 
himse'f that he runs no danger in 
putting the pretender to the throne 
in such a position of power. Although 
Mu'ai Mohamed is the Sultan's elder 
brother, there is no question of the 
Sultan’s right to the throne, for by 
the law of the Moors, the Sherifian 
umbrella does not necessarily descend 
to the next oldest heir, but to that 
member of the Sherifian family 
whom the reigning Sultan, before his 
death, indicates as being, in his con- 
scientious belief, best fitted to succeed 
him, “The Statesman’s Year- 
Book ” adds that “ this succession is, 
however, elective, and all members 
of the Sherifian family are eligible. 
Generally the late Sultan’s nominee 
is elected by public acclamation at 
noonday prayers the Friday after the 
Sultan’s death, as the nominee has 
probably possession of the imperial 
treasure, and is supported by the 
black body-guard, from among whom 
the large majority of Court officials 
are selected.”

A Mater of the New Orient; Sauel Rob- 
bins Brown. By W. E. Griffis, L.H.D.

‘This makes the twentieth of the books 
Dr. Griffis has written on Japanese, 
Corean, and other subjects, and of all of 
them it may be said that they are quite 
readable, if there is a little tinge of book- 
making about some of them. A keen ob- 
server and a clever writer, Dr. Griffis, as 
his publishers tell us, “has written much 
on Corea, China, Japan, Holland, and 
carly America in the aspects of discovery, 
conquest, romance, folk-lore, description, 
historical episode, missions, comparative 
religion, ete.” Japan in the early days 
of the revolution is, however, the subject 
with which Dr. Griffis is most familiar, he 
having arrived there in 1870, two years 
after the revolution, and devoted himself 
to educational work. Among the best- 
kmown of the men who helped to train 
young Japan was Dr. Brown, the subject 
of this memoir. His translation of the 
Now Testament into Japanese is still the 
standard. He took the lead in the es- 
tablishment of the Union Church at 
Yokohama, and his missionary zeal has 
left its mark in the number of young 
Japanese whom he educated. The fruits 
of his work will long remain, and those 
who knew him personally, as well as those 
who have heard of him, will welcome this 
book. It is well printed and illustrated, 
and is in all respects a valuable contribu- 
tion to the history of the new Japan.

declares it to be impossible to describe a 
Chinese city, she sketches it and its in- 
habitants so. well in words, that we feel 
as if we had walked through its streets 
ourselves, with our eyes open to miss 
nothing of its sights. Her book is very 
fully illustrated ; ‘the reproductions from 
photographs and from native drawings 
aro excellent, but especially delightful aro 
the quaint little orizinal drawings with 
which the text is interspersed, while on 
page 22 will be found a very ‘clear map 
of the Amoy Mission field.

In our first notice of this handsome 
volume, the printing, binding, and 
illustration of which leave nothing to be 
desired, we said that it was one of the 
best existing stories of travel in China. 
‘The author came out to China recently to 
supervise the distribution of the large 
uum of money raised by the “Christian 
Herald,” of New York, for the sufferers by 
tho famine in Shensi, and this is the ac-

Not only is Mr. Nichols an admirable 
writer, keenly observant, readily pleased 
with everything that. is done for him, and 
allowing no detail of travel, the scenery, 
or the people, to escape him, but one 
great charm of his book is his sympathy 
with the people.

What Mr. Nichols tells us of the people 
of Shensi throws a now light. on the escape 
of the missionaries in that province in 
1900 


“ Ay might naturally be expected of the 
oldest province of China, keen dislike of 
the foreigner is a characteristic of the Sons 
of Han. But, with all their prejudi 
and exclusiveness, they have little of the 
fanaticism and cruelty which are to be 
found in some of the other provinces. The 
foreigner is a barbarian and something of 
a fool. He should never be allowed to 
forget that ho ix au inferior, and auything 
that he may say or do iy worthy of the 
scom and contempt of sensible men. 
But, after all, why should he be taken 
seriously enough to be regarded as an 
enemy? ‘To persecute him is only to 
dignily him. He is harmless though de- 
testable, Let the dog continue to bark 
at the moon, Shensi has scen many tribes 
of barbarians come and go since Fuhi's 
time, and thes all have ultimatel; 
appeared in the sea of Chinese civilisa- 
tion. Just give these modern barbarians 
with short coats time enongh and they, 
too, will share the same fat 

“From what T have seen of 
character, I believ 
vailing of this sentiment which prevented 
the bloodshed and murder that marked 
the Poxer uprising in adjacent provinces. 
At the outbreak of the storm, Tuan Fang 
was Governor of Shensi. He was a Man- 
chu and a relative of Prince Tuan, the 
bloodthirsty leader of the anti-foreign 
party at Court. Alon with all the other 
Governors, Tuan received the imperial 
order to exterminate all forcizners within 
his province. Boxer sympathisers in Pe- 
king warned him that his head would be 
the forfcit if he disobeyed the order. But 
against this was the advice of the best 
men amongst the concervative, tradition- 
clinging people over whom he ruled. They 
reminded him that to kill the foreien 
missionaries would be murder, and that 
if he, a Confucian, were guilty of that 
crime, an indelible stain would rest upon 
Shensi. Their advice prevailed and, with 
superb moral courage, Tuan Fang re- 
solved to: save the lives of the mission- 
aries, even at the jeopardy of his own. 
Ho assembled the missionaries in Hsian 
and’ sent. them in detachments, under a 
large armed escort, out of the province to

For these Tuan Fang provided from li 
own funds. He is now Governor of the 
province of Hupch “—now Acting Viceroy 
of the Hu Kuang—“and is regarded by 
all foreigners in China as a hero, and the 
noblest living Manchu. Such’ he un- 
doubtedly is, but it is questionable whe- 
ther he would ever have dared to defy the 
command of the Manchu Government had 
he not received the moral support of the 
people of the old Jand, that was in i 
zenith. when the Manchus were only a 
| tribe in the northern wilderness. 
Th is travels so-delightfully 
jichols is illustrated by 
beantifnl reproductions of photographs, 
including portraits of Prince Ching, Li 
Chao-feng and his grandsons, and Yung 
Lu, and an excellent map. There is an 
unusually complete table of contents and 
an exhaustive index. Tt is a.book that 
stould.be in the library of everyone who 
takes any interest in China, and it would 
hea boon if Mr. Nichols could be induced 
to write a similar book on each of the 
other provinces of this still little-known 
empire.

Missionaries and Lawsuits. 

For several weeks I sce there has been 
of reference to the subject of 

ns and lawsuits. The lead- 
ing article on 20th November was a very 
fair statement of the question,—admittedly 
a most difficult one in many respects. ‘Tho 
missionary cirele in Amoy have had this 
important matter under consideration not 
a few times, and have been obliged to 
enter a disclaimer against the rendering 
into Chinese (and the corresponding trans 
Jation back into English) of Chuse 6 of 
the official Cirenlar of the China Missionary 
Alliance. Though the Hon. See., of the 
China Missionary Alliance is very careful 
in his letter to emphasise the fact that, 
the proper name of the Association is 
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the ‘China’ Missionary Alliance, and not 
the ‘Shanghai’ Missionary Allianee, yot in 
point of fact the members of the Executive 
Committec of tho Alliance resident in 
Shanghai have assumed more authority 
than they are entitled to, by the fact of 
their altering the wording of a clause 
(clause 6). For we in Amoy, while agree- 
ing—somewhat reluctantly it must be ad- 
mitted—to the original * English’ version 
of this clause, yet most emphatically object 
to the ‘ofiicial’ Chinese rendering, and 
even more to tho ‘official’ English re- 
translation of this Chinese, as given by the 
Committee in their letter to your paper 
dated 28th November. ‘The letter of the 
Secretary also seems to them somew' 
‘haughty’ and ‘over-confident,’ due pei 
haps. to_the well-known  infullibility of 
youth. In dealing with things Chinese, 
the years bring more modesty and care in 
dealing with such critical matters. 

The Chinese are naturally a litigious 
people, aud whatever can be done to keep 
the native Christians ont of lawsuits, and 
especially to prevent the preachers and 
prominent men from inter-meddling with 
the cases of those who wish to join the 
Church from worldly motives, will be a be- 
nefit to the Church aswell ‘as to suciety. 
Since, however, many difiiculties are admit-

F. Robina who, prvbably becouse he is 
himself a journalist, thought that, as a 
body, critics were eminently useful and 
indispensable ; but all that he had to say 
was somewhat dull as compared with the 
answers to the questions which had been 
posted to the President. Some of these 
when read elicited roars of laughter and 
applause. Mr. Sydney Grundy for instance 
wrote, Critics do not exist for us (the 
authors) or for the drama or for the public; 
they exist, for themselves and their news: 
papers, and existing as they always will 
exist, they ought to be better paid.” Mrs. 
Kendal says, ‘*Of course critics are of use 
—to the author, yes—but to the actor, 
manager, and playgoer decidedly, or all 
would grow tov conceited.” She considers 
the fairest time to write a criticism is at the 
end of the third week's run, as then the 
actor has learnt his points, ets. 

G. B. S.'s Views: 

Of all the replies Mr. G. Bernard Shaw's 
was the most original. He considered 
critics useless to all concerned, and with 
regard to the last series of questions he 
replied that they were not to the point. 
“You might as well ask me whether Mr, 
Rudyard Kipling’s stories are of any use to 
the Indian Government, the Army, or the 
Zoological Gardens, A dramatic criticism 
is « work of literary art, useful only to tho 
people who enjoy reading dramatic criti- 
cisms,.and generally more or less hurtffl to 
everyoue else coucerned. A criticism may 
be iucidentally useful by acting as an 
advertisement, just as av epidemic may be 
incidentally useful by promoting sunita- 
tion ; but that is not its purpose and cannot 
be its justitication.” 

Several actors and actresses who con 
tributed their views considered that every 
critic should seo.a piece at least three times 
before judging it—at dress rehearsal, first 
night, imd after a lapse of ten days. or a 
fortnight. It occurred to me that’ if thas 
idea were carried out the stall of eritict 
would have to be largely augmented, as is 

8 happens tlt in one week there 
are ax many as four first nights in West End 
theatres alone, and may be one or te more 
in suburban houses, sv one would be kept 
busy. Mr. Cyril “Maude, although he 
approves of exticismy, reurked that in hin 
belief it could neither make nor mar a 
play, as he had a vivid recollection of having 
eevee for over 270 nights in a piece which 

iad been heartily damned by the Press, and 
for painfully few nights in another which 
had been remarkably gushed over.

has been maintained by the Council for 
at least 25 years. Under these circum- 
stances it will be necessary to approach 
the Council officially on the matter.” 

With regard to this we have to point 
cout that this property aithough divided 
into two Cadastral Lots, has been ever 
since the issue of the original Title Deeds 
in_1855 in one ownership. 

It is registered under four B. 
Deeds, Nos. 114, 115, 116, and 
united Title Deed areas of which amount 
to 13m.

the area of a country is unknown, we must 
alyo grant that such a country is undi 
covered. After this we shall not be sur- 
prised if Mr. Volcano informs us of the 
minutest details of the area of some un- 
discovered region. 
But is the avea of the Philippines really 
unknown? Most certainly—replies Mr. 
Voleano ; because, he adds 
published report ‘of the U.S. Coast 
Geodetic Survey gives the total measured 
rea at 118,042 square miles and the 
estimated area unmeasured at 1,000 equare 
miles. The World almanac and encyclo- 
pedin for 1902 gives the area at about 
140,000 square miles. In conversation 
with « number of officers of the Engineer 
Corps, U.S.A., gentlemen who have parti- 
ally explored some of the larger islands of 
the group, they inform me that the area of 
the Philippines cannot be less than 200,000 
square miles.” From the foregoing figures 
it appears that there is, amongst tho 
Americans, « great variety of appreciations 
in regard to the extension of the archipe- 
lago and I would not have the least 
objection in granting Mfr. Marshall that 
its area is unknown to them, were it 
true, 
years ago, ‘few Americans knew where 
the Philippines were.” But this proves

At any rate it cannot be 
denied that the officers of the Engineer 
Corps bid fair of great achievements in the 
measuring of the islands, as they have been 
able already to inform Mr. Volcano that 
“the area of the Philippines cannot be 
less than 200,000 square miles.”

The Disturbances in West Che- 
kiang. 

Further news relating to the rising of 
the Tichu Chiao society of Yenchoufu, 
West Chékiang, against the R. C. converts 
is to hand. It appears that, after the 
repulse given to the secret society men 
at Fénshui, near Hangchow, by a com- 
pany of foreign modelled troops as already 
chronicled in these “Notes,” the regulars 
were themselves so badly cut up by the 
mob that they had to retire to an adjoin- 
ing city and wait for reinforcements 
which had been sent for from Hangehow. 
In the meanwhile, H.E. Hsii Chén-kan, 
former Provincial Judge, and now Chief 
of the Military Secretariat, as well as 
Chief Commissioner of the Bureau of 
Foreign Affairs for Chékiang province, 
had been energically mobilising all avail. 
able troops, that is to say, troops that 
are armed with modern arms of precision, 
within call of Hangchow city, and having 
succeeded in collecting nearly 6,000 men 
has sent them on to Yenchou by various 
Foutes so as to encircle the insurgents 
and.circumscribe their ions, and

Fortunately, 
the Chékiang Military Secretariat is 
directed by the capable and energetio 
hands of H-B. Hsit Chén-kan and he was 
able to mobilise in a short time a respect 
able force to prevent the further spread 
f the insurrection, although the insur- 
ents muster quite 30,000 adults, variously 
Ermed, When one comes to consider the 
Gifficulties the Chief of tho Military 
Sceretariat had to contend with in such 9 
crisis when the Acting Governor of tho 
province is a Manchu and tho other high 
Ruthorities laggard and apathetic (pro- 
bably owing to orders from sympathisers 
jn tho North) the action of the firstnamed 
official is to be highly commended. At 
any rate, with the mobilisation and send- 
ing of a proper force of well-armed troops 
to Yenchonfu we may expect to hear soon 
of HE. Hsii Chén-kan’s success in sup- 
pressing an insurrection which at ono timo 
Premed quite serious. Finally letters 
from Hangchow and other Chékiang cities 
report that anti-religious placards have 
been posted freely about calling on the 
masses to rise and assist tho insurgents, 
but vo long as the authorities stand firm 
Lke H.B. Hsii there need be no fear ox- 
pected from this source.

The Commercial Treaty 


Negotiations 
hava been suspended pro tem., by the: 
absence of H.E. Wu Ting-fang, Obinese- 
Associate Treaty Commissioner, of Nan- 
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king, on a visit to H.E. Viceroy Chang 
Chih-tung. As it has been officially 
scheduled that the negotiations are to be 
resumed on the 8th instant, we presume 
Commissioner Wu Ting-fang will return 
from Nanking to-morrow. 
Guarding Against Russia. 
Whatever may be the known predilee- 
tions of the principal Ministers of the 
Empress Dowager, one thing is satisfac- 
tory, and that is Viceroy Yuan Shih-k’ai 
is perfectly aware of the insidious and 
secret designs of the Russians and is there- 
fore anxious to provide measures against 
them. A Northern dispatch to hand re- 
ports that Viceroy Yuan, with this end 
in view, has mado arrangements to dis- 
atch at an carly date some 8,000 of his 
foreign-modelled troops to garrison Shan 
haikwan and important points between 
that placo and Chinchou, and as a further 
measure of precaution, H.E. has raised 
and nearly finished organising an extra 
Corps, composed of some 6,000 of all arms, 
rrison points in the North-eastern 
of Peking, thus forming a sort 
of semicircle around the Capital, with 
that city as the centre of radits. Behind 
theso troops, again, numerous other 




















Corps are being hastily organised, com-} 


posed of both Chinese and Manchus, ail 
of them properly provided with small 
arms and field pieces of modern const ruc- 
tion and using smokeless powder, for 
manufacturing which factories are seatter- 
ed throughout the Empire, numbering at 
the present moment fourteen, a figure 
expreted to be nearly doubled by the 
middle of the present year. By April of 
this year it will not be too much to state 
that Viceroy Yuan will hare at his 
command an army of at Teast 50,000 well- 
armed and properly drilled men. 

The “Evacuation” of Manchuria 

by Russia. 

Tho following iv a specimen of the Rus- 
sian “Evacuation” of Manchuria, as seen 
from recent dispatches received by the 
Chineso Ministry of Foreign Affairs from 
the Tartar Generals of Northern and 
Lower Manchuria. The Tartar General of 
Féngtien (Lower Manchuria), Tséng Chi. 
sont the  following:—“The Russian 
Army of Occupation at Tiehlin Pass has 
been withdrawn, and the various brigades 
composing it are now stationed along the 
Railway between Newchwang and Mouk- 
den and are apparently intended to form 
the so-called ‘Railway Guards’ of the 
Manchurian Railway in the future.” The 
Tartar General of Heilungehiang (Nor- 
thern Manchuria or the Chinese Amur 
region) sent the following: —“ The Man- 
cht Brigade General stationed near the 
Russian frontiers reports that from the 
beginning of October to the 20th of 
December last no less. than 3,500. new 
Russian troops with lange quantities of 
war munitions passed through his juris- 
diction en route for Central Manchuria 
(Kirin), while the two regiments of Cos- 
sacks, about 1,500 strong, hitherto 
stationed in Tsitsihar (the capital of Hei- 
lungehiang), who have been ‘under orders 
to oracuate that city’ since September 
last are still in garrison with no apparent 
Prospects of moving yet awhile.” This 
is how Russia is “ evacuating " Manchuria. 
The Crisis in Kuangsi. 

‘As, perhaps, is not generally known, 
tho Kiangnan’ Arsenal has been of late 
engaged in casting a number of quick- 
firing field pieces and mountain guns for 
the Imperial army in Kuangsi, in connee- 
tion with which a couple of batteries 
with their necessary ammunition, etc., 
have been finished for some time and 
were only awaiting instructions from 
Kuangsi as to the manner in which they 
should be dispatched to their destination. 
A telegram from Governor Wang Chih- 
chun at Nanning, Kuangsi, was received 
by the Arsenal authorities a few days 












































ago, asking for the dispatch of the guns 
in question with all haste, from which we 
gather that Governor Wang Chih-chu 
route to Kueilin, the capital of Kuangsi, 
is still opposed by the rebels. Another 
telegrapliic dispatch from Nanning tc a 
certain Iccal mandarin reports the 
situation as very grave and char.

THE EVACUATION OF 
SHANGHAI: THE 
GERMAN GARRISON 
LEAVES. 





The evacuation of Shanghai by the 
international fons was completed 
on Saturday by the departure of the 
remainder of the German troops. Scon 
after seven o'clock in the morning Count 
on Schlippeuba.b. the officers, and men, 
left their camp in Bubbling Well Road, 
ind were joined at the Country Club by 
Captain Boisragon.

EXTENSIVE THEFTS 
IN SHANGHAI.

, at the present time, seems to 
the resort of clever criminals and 
beachcombers, and it is dilficult to draw 
ie line between the two classes. Tho

| ters Jor misdemeanours and felonies dur- 
“e years almost equals 

of the seventies, when Shanghai had

of civilisation. From Monday's 
proceedings at the Russian Consular 
Court, we learn that our latest visitor 
of the enterprising criminal elass is one 
Semen Vidnitchak, a Russian, who 
arrived here ax recently as Sai 
and since his arrival huis vietimised native 
storekeepers by the larceny of silks and 
Inrs to the value of about $2,000. On 
his arrival here, tho most valuable of his 
worldly possessions seem to have been ono 
or two showy articles of jewellery, a 
dsome great coat, with astrakhan 
ngs, and capacious inside pockots, 
ndle of bank-notes, consisting of 
one-rouble notes. His underclothing, 
however, contrasted strangely with his 
outward appearance, as it consisted of 
pants, socks, and boots and a shirt that 
uanst have done yood service since it last 
left the hands of the laundryman. His 
methed was to enter a fur oF silk store, 
make a display with his bundle of notes, 
Uhy sone remark distract the store: 
keeper's attention—he had a fair kno\ 
of the Manchu dialect ; then seizing 
portunity, he would take up a valu- 
ie fur, or a’ roll of silk, conceal it 
ath ‘his great coat, and after somo 
{urcher conversation, leare the store with- 
out making a purchase. After defrauding 
it is said, some twenty, odd, storekcepers 
this manner, Vidnitchak played the 
game once too often. He adopted tho 
Sanie method in a Chinese sille store on 
Sunday afternoon, but was observed by 
some of the assistants, who gave chase. 
He kept ahcad of his pursuers. for somo 
time, but crossing the Szechuen Road 

















































































bridge, attracted the attention of P.C. 
Kingston, who abruptly but. effectively 
brought “him to a_ standstill, and 
took him to the Hongkew. ” Police 
Station, where he was placed under 
arrest.’ The prisoner was questioned 


through an interpreter, but protested 
his intwocence of any crime. Asked where 
he had slept the previous night, he 
asserted that he was living in a Chinese 
house in Boone Road. Detective-Sergeant 
McDowell, howerer, thought otherwise, 
as he knew of a house in Hongkew which 
is frequented by Russian sailors. Asked 
to show the way to the man boarding- 
house, was taken by way of the Russian 
revort above-mentioned, and though he 
protested that he did not know the house, 
he was taken inside. On entering, he 
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endeavoured to make signs to the land 
lord to deny all knowledge of him, but 
this was observed by the detective, and 
the latter's request to see the prisoner's 
room and boxes was at once acced-d to 
by the landlord. ‘The boxes were quickly 
forced open and a quantity of valuable 
silk and furs found therein. The eaptur» 
becoming known, on Sunday evening an 
early yesterday morning, several Chinese 
store-keopers called ai the Police Station 
and identificd a considerable amonat of 
the stolen property, but some still re- 
miains unclaimed. A number of well- 
dressed Chinese also congrearated round

Honour 
‘oy his memory as China’s greatest teacher 
‘s that the rite signifies—notw hstand- 
ng the zrovelling and abject form of the 
coremony 

This view is confirmed by comparison 
vith another vite, which must be admitted 
to be purely cf mean the worship of 
he tablet of the living Emperor. This is 
Jone by the assembled mandarins in 
pavilions or temples erected for the purpose 
in all quarters of the Empire. I have seen 
them Rnosland rise to tho-sound of the 
Arum, as do the worshippers in tho temples 
of Confucius. Yet that is precisely the 
form through which a mandatin. must go 
on being presented at Court at Peking. 

However little we may admire this sort 
of man-worship, it is man-worship and_not 
the worship of God, It is not. forbidden 
to a Christian official ; nor is the worship 
of the sage forbidden. 

The papacy, as I think, made a deplorable 
blunder in condemning it, and protestants 
have made a blunder in following the papal 
usige If protestant missionaries would 
take an independant stand and reconsider 
the question with philosophic candour, I 
have no doubt that most of them would 
@ to the conclusion at which I have 
arrivel. They might then teach their 

xts to loak on. the worship of Con- 
fucins ilrite. The eonseience 
of our Christians would at once be.set free 
and one of the greatest barriers to the 
snread of Christianity would be taken out 
of the way.

Wo havo been “rolling stones” this 
year, yet have “gathered moss” from 
every “nook and corner” visited. Winter 
in Shansi, summer in Weihaiwei, spring 
and autumn in Shanghai. Two quite dis- 
tinet. spheres of privilege—one in the 
interior, and one on the coast; both 
fruitful’ and gratifying. Another ‘twelve 
months of journeying, sowing secd “be- 
side all waters,” evangelistic and school 
work, at home and abroad! And “spoils 
of war” from the army and nary that wo 
dolight to exhibit. We are reminded of 
the grand, old hymn, 
Walt, waft, ye winds His story, 
and you, yo waters, roll, 
Till, Tike a ea of glory, it’ spreads 
from pole to pote” 
‘The year opened in T'aiynenfu, and a 
suceession of _ adventures, journeys, 
funerals, and official conferences made a 
ique three months’ programme. We 
¢ inspired with the thought that we 
should probably never pass that way 
again, and therefore did all the good we 
could’ to all the people we could, in the 
quickest time we could. All the ruins 
of the Alliance Mission in Shansi were 
visited, and systematically settled for. 
Wo record with pride “the Chinese 
Government have kept their promises.” 
Friends write us that beautiful cometeries 
now crown the spots selected “in me 
moriam ;” tho native Christians have 
been indemnified, and the property re~ 
stored and rebuilt. We had glimpses into 
a hundred official homes from south to 
north, and west to east; and these have 
been followed up with gifts of literature 
and art, that are expected to bear fruit. 
Our New York Board responded to our 
request for a “medal of honour” to be sent 
to Shen Tunho, and the finished story 
of our work as “religions plenipoten- 
tiaries” graces the pages of the history 
of the Church in China. Praise to whom 
praise is due. Some of the chapters of the 
story will always be personally of rare 
interest. to. us. ‘The memories of that 
mountain land with its crystal atmos- 
phiere, and simple-hearted people, nd 
mandarins emerging into the light of 
truth, will never die. We never again 
expect to dine in a cemetery, with a 
Mongolian dust-storm blowing at the rate 
of 90 miles an hour, or have the privilege 
of transferring a newly-decorated temple 
from a beautiful hillside to make way 
for a martyr's grave: discourse at ban- 
quets with claborately-robed | mandarins 
fon absolutely new topics; be carried 
thousands cf li in their sedan chairs, 
through diversified regions “white to the 
harvest ;” nor besought to hold funerals 
on crowded thoroughfares in cities where 
none of our missionaries were martyred ! 
But we do expect to see harvests of 
golden grain from our winter sowing, 
Sthen we cross the river some sweet day 
into tho Summerland. When we returned 
to Shanghai, one-third of a year had 
flown ; and we hastened to overtake the 
work at home ere leaving once more for 
“fresh fields and pastures new.” Ay we 
swept out into the mouth of tho river, 
and up the coast, on the Chinese 
crniser Haichi, in the midst of friends, 
for the Admiral and his staff of youthful 
officers made ws quite at home, we 
wondered what the summer would unfold 
of opportunities for service. As if in an- 
swer to our desires, and by special arrange- 
ment, the Coronation Flect was swinging 
























































































at anchor in Weihaiwei harbour ere 
many days had pased, and we were once 
more surrounded by the friends of the 
navy who have such a large share of our 
hearts and time. It was romantic in the 
extreme this island retreat, a gem en- 
circled by blu waves of the sea, and 
towering mountains. What could be 
more enchanting than “cottage meetings 
by the sea?” Balmy days and ercnings 
were full of delightful service, and the 
glow of health coming back without 
effort or th . While the crews and 
commanders of the battleships, pinnaces, 
and launches, were winning challenge 
cups,” and prizes in “annual regattas,” 
a “picked-crew” was speeding 
Gospel ship along; and mang a * tug-of- 
war” resulted in victory for the King 
of Kings.

There is a healthful spirit of com- 
petition on board most of the ships, to 
become the Banner Gospel Ship. The 
Goliath is quite a giant in her way: the 
Glory pressing forward to that desirable 
goal! “The Eclipse overshadowing her 
rivals! ‘The Alacrity is “getting up 
steam ;” and the Fearles’s men are brave 
as lions. All are justly deserving of 
“Fame!"—the Ocean rides a monarch of 
the waves. The Albion floats the flag! 
‘Tho Argonaut. and Cressy, sister ships 
in rank and attainments; the Talbot, 
the tallest ship afloat; the Blenheim. 
Bramble, snd_Britomart, Whiting and 
Waterwiteh, Hart. and Humber, follow- 
ing in their train; and the dear old 
Arethusa and Pique, score the highest 
roll-calls of all! Our Americans are fewer 
numbers, but do honour to their 
country’s flag. 
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Letters from “the Lord’s Blue 
jackets,” scores of them, testify to tho 
Zood work on board ship, and,the many 
agencies at work in China on their behalf. 

Our work, primarily, is among tho 
English-speaking Chinese student class, 
and every one redeemed this year seems 
pearl of great price.” As we review 
swiftly the mectings, finances, and souls 
won for God, this year, ths totals aro 
not ax large as we wish they were but, 
perhaps, there is a larger story written 
betweeu the lines. 125 have responded to 
God's calls, and 75 followed Him in 
inptism. A hundred sailor receptions, 
have been attended bi-weekly by repre- 
sentatives of the above-named ships and 
the U.S.S. Wilmington, Monterey, Ho 
lena, Kentucky, New Orleans, and’ Mon- 
adnock. ‘Three thousand the averago 
yearly attendance. The remaining timo 
evoted to the Chineso students, who 
are attending day and night schools, 
chapel meetings, etc. Our’ bors’ school 
will be removed to a building near, and 
a girls’ school bezun in our new home 
at the beginning of the year. The money 
received, in round numbers, from all 
sources this year, is $2,650, Nearly $250 
hasbeen voluntarily offered by tho 
students to cary on work in the interior 
and $300 from the sailors, “tributes of 
appreciation, host of ‘students and 
sailors are assisting in the Foreign’ Mis- 
sionare Work of Beulah Chapel, and in 
Jerusalem, and Hunan. Bright accounts 
of the work in those centres reach ws from 

¢ to time, We are about to visit the 
stations of the latter in Changsha, and 
Siangt‘an, Hunan, where the work is 
carried on by our own students, pioneers 
at the front. A very bright little “ finis” 
to the story is lapanese Bible Class 
from the Tengwen College. Our Christmas 
gatherings will have to be held in ad- 
vance, as we soon leave for the interior. 
And our greetings to. one and all of our 
friends wo desire, as last year, to extend 
throuch the cotrtess of the “North- 
China Daily News,” with the old-time 
message from Holy Writ:— 

“Go your way, eat the fat, and drink 
the sweet, and send portions unto them 
for whom’ nothing is propared.”

The shroff, or the com- 
pradore, or whoever it was, in the em- 
ployment of Castle Bros., fraudulently 
altered this order—his Lordship would 
see tho traco of the word one in tho order. 
‘That order was tampered with, and, in 
fact, an order for one case was altered to 
ono for 200 cases. That order was pre- 
sented to the defendants, and upon that 
order a sccond order was issued by the 
defendants, so that one order to a cer- 
tain extent took the place of the other. 
To make things clearer he would call on» 
the delivery order and one the godown 
order. Tho wharf company, in rotirn for 
the order given them, issued this oth-r 
order, called tho wharf godown order, and 
that was the one brought to the plainciff. 
who was thon asked whether he would 
advanco money on it. He examined it 
and found it was correct, and advanced 
tho loan. Three eases were delivered on 
it. That was the document issued by the 
defendants, and counsel contended that 
it was in ‘accordance with custom, and 
that it bound the defendants and rendered 
them responsible to the person ‘o v hom 
they issued it. “The moncy was advanced, 
and Inter on, when it transpired that there 
had been forgery of the delivery orders, 
delivery of the cargo was refused. This 
caso was not one in which the plaintin 
was suing for the goods, as in law he had 
no right to do so. The pawnco had no 
cht as against the true owner, and a 
wharfinger was secure in delivering woods 
in his charge to the true owner, but the 
contention for the plaintiff was that 
having reccived a mercantile instrament 
such as this order, and having acted as 
anyone would act with such an instru. 
ment, and acting in accordance with 
custom, tho plaintiff was entitled to be 
compensated in the event of his suffering 
damage. He might say, in connection 
with this forgery, that the fraudulent 
person who committed it had forged 
several things, and vietimised "a 
largo number of people. An action 
was brought in the Mixed Court 
for the return to the defendants of this 
particular wharf godown order. Tn that 
action the defendants claimed possession 
‘of the document. In that case it did not 
appear, prior to the judgment, what the 
jaw of China was on the subject. and 
accordingly the plaintiff thoucht fit to 
defend the ection. The Court gave judg- 
ment that the order should be delivered 
up, and the judgment was complied with. 
OF course that was a yery different con- 
tention to the contontion now before the 
Court.

‘The money was 
not advanced by him. He advised on 
transactions of this sort. There were not 
repeated applications made for advances 
of money on goods from Yen Taotai. 
Money was once advanced last year to 
his knowledge. He did not know whe- 
ther Yen Taotai advanced any more 
money than once during tho year. Tsian 
told him that his friend had 200 cases of 
cargo to mortgage, and asked for an ad- 
yaneo of money. Tsian had never asked 
him before for a loan of money. This was 

‘ot the first time he had lent money. He 
had lent money many times, and was 
familiar with the documents which were 
drawn up at such times. He thought 
these documents very proper and in 
order. He always took the same trouble 
as on this occasion, and always sent them 
for similar endorsement. Ho could give 
another instance of a similar endorse 
ment. He did not ask Mr. Jones about 
every advance. He showed this order to 
Mr. Jones, before it was signed and 
sealed. Tsian first suggested that he 
should obtain a guarantee. 


‘Tho Court adjourned until tho after- 
noon. 

‘When the Court reassembled, the cross- 
examination of plaintiff by Mr. Jones was 
resumed. When Tsian, he said, came to 
him for a loan, he (plaintiff) agreed to lend 
the money, but wanted a guarantee Ue 
fore doing so. He was quite willing to 
lend it on the strength of the paper (the 
yodown delivery order) which had been 
produced in Court.

Cross-cxamined by Mr. MeNeill, witness 
said the examination of the goods would 
be to odtain satisfaction as to their value, 
not ont of any doubt that the number of 
* ote., scheduled actually existed. 
Witness was not sure but thought most. 
if not all, the banks advanced money on 
these orders. Except for the endorse- 
ment there was nothing on the paper to 
say to those order the goods wore to be 
delivered. Tt said simply: “Deliver to 
bearer.” To the best of his knowledze, 
vitness had previously seen endorsements 
of this nature on gedoxn orders, as wel! 
as_on landing accounts. 

By his Lordchip—To the best of my 
recollection T hao advanced money on 
Qocnmnents of this sort endorsed in this 
way. I would be satisfied to advance 
meney on it. 

Mr. 0. Middleton, manager of the 
China Merchants’ wharf, said he had 
been 18 or 19 years in that position, 
was very customary to deal with doct- 
ments like this produced (the wharf go- 
down order). Witness would call this a 
sub-delivery order. Original delive 
orders, incase of delivery by instalments, 
rer retained by the wharf company. A 
Snb-delivery- order would bear on its face 
the same number as an ordinary delivers 
| order, but it would b> condensed with the 
‘number delivered as an instalment. Wit- 
| ness wold deliver goods on such an order 
as that produced; but if a merchant had 
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advaneed money on such a document, 
when it came to him he would cancel it 
and give in lieu of it either a warrant or 
a landing acount. A warrant was a doct- 
ment given to a Chinese accrediting him 
to receive the goods; a landing account, 
con the other hand, was given to a forei 
firm. Witnesses’s’ firm had been largel 
affected by certain forged documents 
made by a compradore at Castle Bros.

chow Road, said his shroff came to him 
Gna axked if he had any objection to the 
advancing of money by Chu Pao-san, who 
ras then in his employ, on a cargo Tying. 
at the wharf. W asked in a casual 

‘ay what the cargo was, and mentioned 
that Ts, 45 was what was asked. Wit. 
ness said that was all right. Plaintiff 
afterwards came to him and said he had 
hot been allowed to open the cases at the 
Nharf as a sample. Witness suggested 
that three cases should be brought up from 
the wharf. . That was done, and they were 
opened. {ness sent the sub-delivery 
rder down to the wharf to be properly 
tndorsed.. It came back with the endorse- 
iment unsigned, and was accordingly re- 
{ured to be signed and ‘stamped. Chu 
Paosan then asked witness if the thing 
was all right, and witness said it was. Tn 
the afternoon the Wharf Company tele- 
phoned up to witness that there was some; 
thing seriously wrong in the order, and 
that it had better be returned. Some 
forgery had been discovered. Witness 
replied that he could do nothing as the 
money had been advanced; the document 
had been to the Wharf Company several 
times for examination, Their remedy 
was against the man who comntitted the 
fraud, Witness had personally no con- 
cer in the case. : 

Cross-examined by Mr. McNeill, wit- 
ness said at the time of the transaction 
ho was azent to tho Taotai’s godown, but 
that connection had now ceased. The 
rest of the cargo would never have b 
remored to witnes’s godown under wit- 
ness's direction. Witness made no en- 
quiries as to who was the borrower in 
this case, as the transaction did not con- 
com him, He had simply given permis- 
sion, as the master, to Clm Pao-xan to ad- 
vance the money. “The whole affair hap- 
pened so long ago, and he saw plaintiff 
so frequently that’ he could not say for 
certain whether he had_a conversation 
with plaintiff before sending the chit to 
the wharf asking them to get the order 
endorsed. He had written in a letter 
that he was advancing the moner on be- 
half of a Chinese merchant. That was 
not strictly the case, as Chu Pao-san was 
carrying through tho whole transaction. 
‘There was no intention to deceive, how- 
ever; it was ‘ust a little bit of ordinary 
busing 

Sow Yang-yu, formerly employed by the 
last witness as insurance and import clerk, 
also as shroff, said that about January 
last year, a friend, Wong Wei-ching, came 
4o him and said he wanted to raise Tis. 
9,000 on a cargo, and wanted plaintiff to 
lend him the money.

Jaarat were summoned for being concern- | 


ed together in embezzling 13 balls of opium 
of the value of £6 10s., part of the cargo 
of the vessel, on the 27th December. 
Mr. J. H. Teosdale (Messrs. Stokes and 
Platt) prosecuted, and Mr. F. Ellis 
(Qlessrs. Browett and Ellis) defended. 
VL. Trimper, recalled, gave evidence 
explanatory of the means ‘of communica- 
tion between the various parts of the ship. 
‘A Chinese, caretaker of the hold on 
board the ship, said that he remembered 
that on last Friday, while the ship was 
at Woostng, he saw a man prising open 
a box with an iron instrument. He went 
to inform the stevedore of what he had 
seen. The second officer came down upon 
hearing of this, and the man who had bee 
at the box walked away, putting 
his coat something he had taken from 


the chest. Witness saw him take it from 


the chest. 

By Mr. Ellis—The iron instrument pro- 
duced was the one which the man used. 
Te was light enough in the hold of the 
ship for the witness to seo what happened. 
He was there about six minutes, After 
that time he told someone on the hatch 
that a man was broaching cargo. ‘There 
were five other people in the hold, and one 
of them, a coolie, saw what took place. 

The Chinese coolie referred to, next 
avo evidence. He said that when the 
ship was at Woosung he was working in 
the hold. He noticed a foreigner with a 
bag, which contained something made of 
iron. Ho saw the forcigner take halls of 
opium from tha chest, and place them in 
his coat. There were six people in the 
hold, inclding himself. He heard the 
number one coolie informing an officer 
that opium was being stolen. 

By Mr. Ellis—There was a little noire 
made when the box was opened. He was 
looking on, and there was cnongh light to 
see what was happening. The foreigner 
could sce him. There were only six people 
in tho hold at the time. 

The number one coolie of the ship's hold 
was called as a witness. The name of the 
ship was the Ballaarat. At two o'clock, 
after having had their “chow,” the coolies 
went to work in the hold. 'On the day 
named, after work had been resumed, an 
old Chinaman told him that a foreigmer 
was in the hold taking opium. He im- 
mediately went and informed the second 
officer what he had heard. 

By His Worship—None of these coolies 
had ever been accused of broaching cargo. 
He had never heard of such a thing hap- 
pening before. He told the second officer 
of the affair becanse the old Chinaman had 
informed him of it. He did not know 
sho the foreigner was when he first heard 
of it. 

Mr. Ellis, who now addressed'the Court, 
said that he wonld deal as briefly as pos: 
sible with a few points in the given erid- 
ence before the Court took the evidence 
of Griffiths and Thorpe. He would first 
of all take the case of the man Griffiths 
who. he submitted, ought not to be stand- 
ing there charged with the offence set out 



























] in the charge: So far as he remombercd, 


| the only evidence brought forward in sup- 
| port of this charge of embexslement of 
| opium, consisted of what had been testi- 
| fed as to the chief officer going to the 
| post office to ask Griffiths where his sail- 

maker's bag was. Griffiths replied to tho 

effect that he did not know. On his sec- 
| ond visit to the post offico the chief of- 
| ficer apparently found Griffiths in a stoop- 
ing position, with a ball of opium at his 
feet. That was all the evidence against 
Griffiths. That evidence, he submitted, 
was not. sufficient, and ought not to havo 
| been sufficient to justify the prosecution 
| of this man to answer a charge of em- 

bezzlinz opium. Tt must have occurred 
| to the Court, and it had certainly occurr- 

ed to him, that it was a strange thing 
why these people should seem so anxious 
to bring Griffiths to book, and leave out 
| altogether one man—ho did not suggest 
| for one moment that this man was a 


guilty person, far from it—who was placed 
in exactly the same position as Griffiths. 
| This man, Koewig, was with Griffiths the 
whele of the time, and he was with him 
| in the post office on the occasion of the 
second visit of tho chief officer. Tf tho 
ovidence was sufficent to bring. Griffiths 
into Court to answer the charge, he sub- 
mitted that the man Koewig should: have 
also appeared to give somo explanation of 
| the circumstances. Ho thought he was 
right in saying that with the exception 
of that evidence there was nothing more 
with regard to Griffiths, and he thought 
that when Griffiths came to tell his story 
it would be one which would carry the 
| conviction with it that he knew nothing 
| about the embezzlement of the opium, 
and was entitled to his discharge. Now 
he would deal with the case of the man 
Thorpe. With regard to him he was pre- 
pared to admit that at first sight the 
prosecutors in this case were apparently 
justified in suspecting that Thorpe had 
something to do with the embezzlement 
of the opium, but after hearing his ovid- 
ence ho thought it would be quite a suf- 
ficient explanation to satisfy the Court 
that Thorpe was not guilty of the charge 
brought against him. One remark he 
would like to make with regard to tho 
evidence of the second officer, and that 
awas on the question of what Thorpe should 
have done on discovering the cargo had 
been broached. The Court would recol- 
lect that opinions were di 
a man placed in the position of Thorpo 
should have done. It was for tho Court 
to determine whether the oxplanation of 
Thorpe on this voint tended oither to show 
that he committed an g:ror of judgment, 
or whether he was guilty of the chargo 
azainst him. The second officer would 
like the Court to believe that Thorpo 
passed him on the way to the chief officer, 
thereby leading them to suppose that 
Thorpe refily tried to avoid passing him. 
Thorpe would deny that he ever passed 
the second officer, that he heard him call 
his name, that he acknowledged the call, 
and made no attempt when he was asked 
to say what he was carrying, to disgu 
the fact that it was something he believed 
to bo opium. Another point of the evid- 
ence was—and_ this Thorpe was pre- 
pared to admit—that he apparentl 
did not follow out his duties very relizi 
ously on that occasion, and that ho did, 
during the time ho was on duty in the 
hold, leave and go to his quarters, return- 
ing about five minutes to two’ o'clock. 
Therefore those Chinese, who numbered 
about ten or eleven, would have been at 
work some time before Thorpe returned, 
and that was a point which he wished the 
Court to remember. Now the Court camo 
to the evidence of the Chinese witnesses. 
Tt was not for him to say that. they camo 
and perjured themselres. He did not 
cron suggest it, but he asked the Court. 
to bear in mind the past experiences of 
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evidence given by Chinesy in circum- 
stances of this sort. and then consider 
whether any credence was to be placed 
in the story of these men. Let the Court. 
suppose, for the sake of argument, that 
Thorpe was the criminal he was alleged 
to be, and that he intended to broach 
cargo and commit the offence with which 
he was charged. These Chinamen and 
Thorpe were standing in the ‘light, and 
very near to each other. If Thorpe had 
intended to broach cargo, would he have 
attempted % in tho presence of these 
men? Such a story was highly impro- 
bable, and not to be beli In the 
ovidence which Thorpe and Griffiths would 
giro’ on their own behalf, it would be 
shown that they were men who had been 
employed in the P. and O. Company for 
a great many years, that so far they had 
been mon of good character, and that they 
were not the sort of poople likely to com- 
mit the offence with which they were 
charged. 

John Griffiths, able seaman on the Bal- 
Jaarat, said he had been engaged in the 
servico of the company since ‘I He 
had never been in trouble before with the 
company, and had twice been recommend- 
ed for promotion, by Captain Wheeler and 
Captain Palmer. On the 26th of Decem- 
her, he was working in the post office of 
the, ship, between tho hours of ten and 
twelve o'clock, with an Austrian named 
Koewig. At five minutes to twelve he 
was told to go to dinner by the chief 
officer. He.left a post office baz behind 
him. ‘When he camo back the bag was 
gone. He asked Koowig where it was, 
but Koewig said he did not know. Wit- 
noss told the chief officer he could not find 
his bag. ° The chief officer left, and retarn- 
ed in’about two minutes.’ Witness was 
pulling over the awning to look for the 
bag, and a-ball of opium at that minuto 
rolled on the floor. The second officer 
said “ What little game is this,” and took 
him before the captain. The captain 
showed him his bag, and asked him if he 
knew, anything about a case of opium. 
‘Tho witness replied he did not, and went 
back to work under orders from the chief 
officer. 

By Mr. Teesdale — He was repairing 
sails that morning in the post ofice. He 
could not say where this bell. of opium 
came from. There wore several awnings, 
about cight, rolled up. 

By’ His Worship—He had never heard 
of any members of the crew being accused 
of broaching cargo. He had heard of steve- 
dores doing it. Ho would regard it as a 
very serious offence. The ball of opium, 
from the position of the awnings, must 
have been on the top before it rolled to 
the floor. When ho went to see the cap- 
tain, and saw the opium, he said “ What 
hold is that from?” He woul? hove been 
surprised if it had come from number 
two hold. 

William Thorpe, who said that he was 
working at: number three hold on the 
iorning of the 20th December, said that 
he had to see that no cargo was broached, 
and that no goods were damaged. He 
wont to tho post office at about a quarter 
past twelve for some repairing material 
‘There was nobody in the office. He secur- 
ed tho bag (produced), and went away, 
using; the implement in the bag to repair 
a damaged cotton twist. He went after- 
wards to the hold; leaving it about one 
o'clock. He was told by the man Koewig 
that the Chinese were returning to work 
about two o'clock. He returned to the 
hold about five minutes to two o'clock. 
The Chinese were already there. As he 
was walking about, his leg came 
contact with a band from one of the opium 
cases. Thore was a ball of opium on the 
floor, which he picked up. He put this 
on the case, and striking a light, found 
five more balls of opium. He put all these 
balls of opium:in his jumper, and’ told 
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the number one Chinaman of the occu 
renee, saying, “ Lookey see, number one. 
Ho took these balls to the chicf officer 
because before the second officer had taken 
no notice of roports he had made about 
the broaching of cargo. When he got up 
on deck he was hailed by the second of- 
ficer, who said “What's that?” — The 
witness replied “Opium, sir, I believe,” 
and explained that it was from a case 
down below, and that he was taking it 
to the chief officer. The second officer 
suggested that ther go before the chief 
officer, which they did. ‘The chief officer 
said “When yon found a case broached, 
why did you not report it to the second 
officer?” ‘and the witness explained his 
reason. When witness was before the 
captain and the chief officer, the cave of 
opium was brough®up on deck. Witness 
repeated the conversation which ensued, 
(reported yesterday), 

I Mr. Teesdale—He was once too sick 
to fulfil his engagement on board a ship. 
Tt was due to sickness. He did not re- 
port that he had found a bale of cotton 
trwist broached, as it was not necessary. 
He repaired the injury, ax it came within 
his duty to do so. 

By His Worship—He had heard of sev- 
eral cases of broaching canzo. It was 
of frequent occurrence amongst the steve- 
dores, but ho had never heard of the mem- 
bers of a crew doing such a thing. Tf 
anything of ralue was broached it was h's 
duty to report the matter. Why he re- 
ported this matter to the chief officer was 
that he thought it right to act in the 
host interests of the company. M~ might 
havo reported it to the second officer if 
ho had thought of him first.
